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PRESIDENT SAYS 


WAR NO LONGER 
CAN GVE VICTORY 
TO EITHER SIDE 


Only Difference in Win- 
ning “Degree of Des- 
truction’ He Declares 
in Talk at Connecticut 
College. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Oct. 20 
(AP) — President Eisenhower 
said today the world has arrived 
at a point where there is no 
longer an. alternative of victory 


or defexA in war, but only “de-/ 


gree of destruction.” 

Speaking informally to a 
crowd of several thousand at 
Trinity College convocation cere- 
monies, the President called on 
the youth of America to take the 
lead in preserving a sense of 
spiritual values. He called such 
values the real salvation from 
“the threat of destruction.” 

Mr. Eisenhower received an 
honorary Doctor of Laws degree 
at ceremonies marking the col- 
lege’s 132nd year. He flew here 
from Washington this morning 
and went on this afternoon to 
New York for two major 
speeches — one tonight, the 
other tomorrow night. 

His address here and the two 
in New York were billed as non- 
political by the White House but, 
coming in the midst of the con- 
gressional campaign, they gave 
the President—as Vice President 
Nixon recently said—an oppor- 
tunity to focus attention on the 
Republican Administration. 


Welcomed By Crowds. 

Mr. Eisenhower got a roaring 
welcome from crowds which 
lined the street in the neighbor- 
hood of the college, and from 
those along the route from the 
airport. 

The President was presented 
for his degree as “our Ike who 
has won.the highest respect for 
his humility, friendly sincerity, 
and integrity; our love for his 
tolerance, human understand- 
ing and fairness in handling 
every problem.” 

“Time was when there could 
be disputes among nations and 
each could mobilize for itself 
an army or a fighting force 
which it could send out, and 
having met the other fighting 
force upon the field of battle, 
a decision was reached, and the 
nations and _ their political 
agencies and institutions obeyed 
that decision, and presumably 
the winner derived some advan- 
tage from the contest,” the 
President said. 

Whole Nation Exposed. 

“Those days have gradually 
left us. Professional armies, pro- 
fessional navies, have given way 
to the nations in arms; and now 
we have had in these modern 
days science to give us weapons 
that mean not only is the whole 
nation in arms, but the. whole 
nation is constantly exposed to 
the threat of destruction. 

“‘We have arrived at that point 
my friends, when war does not 
present a possibility of victory 
or defeat. War would present to 
us only the alternative in de- 
gree of destruction. There could 
be no truly successful outcome.” 

Mr. Eisenhower spoke on the 
elm-lined campus alongside the 
collage chapel. A chill wind 
whipped the grounds and top- 
coats and furs were much in 
evidence. 

The President said that edu- 
cation “can certainly no longer 
discharge its responsibility by 
mere imposing of fact.” 

“I most thoroughly believe in 
young men and I think it is a 
very simple proposition,” he 
said. “If I am lucky I may own 
15 or 20 years of the United 
States. If each of you is lucky |: 
you own about 60 years. I think 
you ought t take a very great 
comparative intterest on that 
basis.” 

From the college Mr. Eisen- 
hower was driven to Bushnell 
Park, near the state capitol, to 
join in a birthday party for Re- 
publican Gov. John Lodge, who 
is: 51 today.

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RED BERLIN POLICE DETAIN 
4 IN U.S. SENATOR’S PARTY 


Hold Them for Hour Because American 
Cameraman Was Filming Margaret 
Chase Smith in Soviet Sector. 


BERLIN, Oct. 20 (AP)—Com- | 
munist police took four members 
of Senator Margaret Chase 
Smith’s party into custody dur- 
ing a tour of East Berlin today, 

then turned them loose after an 
hour’s detention. 

The police stepped in as Co- 
lumbia Broadcasting System 
camera men were filming the 
touring Maine Republican as 
she looked into a state-owned 
department store. 

Mrs. Smith was whisked away 
from the scene as soon as her 
party was approached by an East 
German plainclothes man. She 
learned details .of the incident 
only after she returned to Al- 
lied West Berlin. 

Germany is one stop on Mrs. 
Smith’s European tour, which 
will include a visit in the Soviet 
Union. 

The four taken into temporary 
custody were William C. Lewis, 
Senator Smith’s executive assist- 
ant; Elmer Cox, State Depart- 
ment public information officer 
escorting the party; Robert M. 
Huttenloch, a CBS sound engi- 
neer, and the German driver of 
— State Department automo- 
ile. 


The incident occurred a few 


hours before Mrs. Smith left by 
plane for Moscow, traveling by 
way of Zurich, Switzerland and 
Prague, Czechoslovakia. 

At the time, Mrs. Smith was 
looking in the window of a shop 
on Alexander platz, a main 
square. 

A plainclothes man approached 
members of her party and 
warned that picture taking was 
forbidden. 

Cox said he told the plain- 
clothes man he saw no harm in 
the filming but the man then 
called a uniformed police offi- 
cer. Two more police officers 
arrived on the scene and took 
the group of four to police 
headquarters. 

At headquarters, Cox said, he 
displayed the passport of Mrs. 
Smith’s assistant which had 
been approved for a visit to 
Russia. The officer then told 
the party “you can go.” The 
cameraman was allowed to keep 
his film. 

Mrs, Smith’s visit to the So- 
viet sector was being filmed for 
the CBS “See It Now” program, 
which has been taking pictures 
of her European tour. 


NAVY PERSONNEL 
TOLD UNMILITARY 
ATTITUDES ARE OUT 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 (UP) 
— The Navy today instructed 
gobs to square away their hats 
and told officers to replace their 
sea-tarnished braid. 

The directive, sent to all com- 
mands by Adm. Robert B. Car- 
ney, chief of naval operations, 
is part of the Navy’s new empha- 
sis on “military smartness.” 
“The standards of smart ap- 
pearance and military bearing 
do not permit of improper wear- 
ing of the uniform, worn out or 
tarnished uniform equipment 
and unmilitary attitudes on pubs 
lic thoroughfares and in public 
places,” it states. 

That would apply to the 
frowned upon but popular habit 
of sailors to’wear hats on back 
of their heads and for. officers 
to wear well-tarnished braid as a 
mark of sea duty. 

The instructions also call upon 
naval personnel to stand up 
straight, be alert and courteous. 
These qualities are “less easy to 
define,” the order states, but 
“nevertheless, they are part of 
the hallmark of the proper mili- 
tary man.” 


PRESS INVITATION . 
TO TUBMAN AFFAIR 
IS WITHDRAWN 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 (AP) 
-— A misunderstanding about 
White House custom caused the 
Liberian Embassy a bit of em- 
barrassment yesterday. 

The public ;selations firm 
which is helping the embassy to 
publicize the visit of Liberian 
Present William V. S. Tubman 
to this country invited a group 
of reporters to. attend an em- 
bassy reception last night for 
President Eisenhower. 
Yesterday, the firm telephoned 
the reporters to apologize and 
say the invitations would have 
to. be withdrawn — that the 
press could not come. 

Asked to explain the mixup, 
the embassy and a spokesman 
for the public relations firm 
said it was discovered after the 
invitations were issued that it 
is White House policy not to 
permit reporters to attend pri- 
vate functions given by or for 
the President.

Anti-Trust Suit Filed Against 
24 U.S., Swiss Watch Firms 


Major Segment of Industry in This Country 
Accused of Plot to Violate Sherman 
Act and Wilson Tariff Act. 


WASHINGTON, Qct. 20 (AP) 
—Attorney General Brownell 
yesterday filed a civil anti-trust 
suit against a major segment of 
the watch industry in this coun- 


try and in Switzerland. It 
charges illegal agreements on 
the marketing of watches. 

Brownell disclosed the action 
had been brought in the United 
States District Court at New 
York City, naming 24 concerns 
and alleging they had efigaged 
in a conspiracy to violate both 
the Sherman Anti-Trust Act and 
the Wilson Tariff Act in the 
manufacture, sale, importation 
and exportation of jeweled 
watches and watch parts. 

The Wilson Tariff Act of 1916 
forbids conspiracies relating to 
imports and exports. 

The suit named as defendants 
six major Swiss watch firms with 
offices in this country, the 
Watchmakers of Switzerland In- 
formation Center in New York 
City, and virtually all of the 
large watch companies in the

Some union lead- 
ers striving to get the men back 
to work say the strike is being 
fomented by Communists. 


Prime Minister Churchill's 
Cabinet may decide later today 
to use troops to unload $hips— 
particularly those with cargoes 
of meat, butter, eggs and fruit— 
if the men don’t return to work 
by Saturday.

Jooked for great, eventual bene- 
fits for all kind from atomic 
energy. 


Dulles’« conceded that the 
progress of. freedom abroad has 
not been encouraging, but he 
warned against underestimating 
the superiority in material and 
spiritual assets of the free 
world over the Communist bloc. 
Fact Haunts Kremlin Rulers. 

“One of our greatest assets is 
that all men aspire to be equal 
and free,” he said. “This fact 
haunts the rulers of the Krem- 
lin today for, even they, cannot 
change this law of nature ahd 
they know it, It fs up to us, 
not only wy example but by 
positive acts, to make the most 
ef this driving force within 
‘mankind.” 


As evidence that the Russian. 


Jeaders fear freedom, Dulles 
noted that they never tolerate 
free elections, put labor unions 


State, built an Iron Curtain to 
prevent people from entering or 
leaving their lands, and jam at 
immense costs the air waves to 
keep out the radio voices of 
freedom. 


“The evidence of Communist 
fear of freedom and of any con- 
tact with it could be multiplied,” 
he said. “This fear is their 
Achilles heel. We can and must 
exploit it. At the same time, 
we must prevent the Commu- 
nists from exploiting our free- 
doms against us. They come 
into our backyard and use our 
ga in order to destroy

FTC’s Conclusions. 

Taking each of these pur- 
ported advertising claims, the 
FTC concluded in its complaint 

* that: 

1—The identification pro- 
vided by the policy against 
loss by hospitalization and sur- 
gcal expense as a result of 
sikness or accident’ could not 
be renewed beyond the cur- 
rent premium payment period 
at the option of the insured, 
up to age 65, 75. or 90 years, 
or any other period of time 
whatever. On the contrary, 
the policy was renewable at 
the option of the company only 
and could be canceled or ter- 
minated at the end of any 
premium payment period] for 
any reason or for no reason 
whatever. Furthermore, the 
company On many occasions 
refused to renew the policy 
in instancse where it had de- 
termined that the risk involved 
hed become impaired for such 
reasons as the incidence of 
sickness or accident. 

2—The policy did not pro- 
vide $100 indemnity for surgi- 
cal expenses resulting from 
each or all of 64 different 
surgical operations. On the 
contrary, the policy provided 

a schedule of 64 different 

operations and set forth the 

maximum amount of indem- 
nity for each operation. Of 
these operations, 60 provided 
for indemnification in amounts 
of $50 or less, and only one 
operation, namely cutting into 
the cranial cavity, provided 
for indemnification of $100. 
Furthermore, the policy pro- 
vided among other further 
limitations, that not more than 
one, the greater, of the 
amounts specified. in the 
schedule would be paid on ac-

headquarters agreements pre- 
vents the U.S. from prosecut- 
ing for espionage or subver- 
sion any of its own citizens 
employed by the U.N. Our 
Government can bring any 
U.S. citizen, or non-citizen into 
court for any offense against 
American law. 

The exchange of missions 
between nations always leaves 
open ‘the possibility of es- 
pionage on the part of the 
diplomats involved. This is 
true in the U.N. headquarters 
just as it is in the capitals of 
the world. The concentration 
of delegates in one headquar- 
ters area, however, makes it 
easier to guard against es- 
pionage. 

The U.N. fs a “debating so- 
ciety.” It accomplishes nothing. 
-What “talk” in the U.N. has 
accomplished js elearly indi- 
cated in the bex score of this 
leaflet. Many specific achieve- 
ments in political, social and 
economic areas stand to the 

credit of the U.N. 

The U.N. is a place to help 
people talk out their problems, 
not shoot them out.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


There is certainly a contrast be- 
tween 1954, two years after a Repub- 
lican sweep ‘into office, and 1934, 
two years after the Democrats took 
over. In 1934 there wasn't any doubt 
that the Democrats would retain con- 
trol of both houses in Congress. In 
1936, after four years of the New 
Deal, the Democrats carried every 
state but Maine and Vermont. 

Republican politicians are contin- 
ually implying that Democratic pros- 
perity is tied to war, but in 1936 it 
certainly wasn’t. Five years before 
Pearl Harbor the American people 
were so well satisfied with economic 
improvement that they gave Roose- 
velt the most sweeping mandate ever 
given a President.

Where the Money Went

The Federal Trade Commission has gone to 
bat for millions of Americans in its case against 
17 accident, hospital and health insurance firms 
now charged with false and misleading adver- 
tising. 

In view of the vast public interest in the case, 
two things should be understood. One is that 
these firms are not engaged in group health in- 
surance; they sell individual policies. The other 
point is that the FTC has so far only issued a 
complaint. Hearings on the charges are still to 
come ard proof awaits the hearings. 

The case arose, however, because of a “flood 
of protests” from policy holders who told the 
FTC they were not getting the protection which 
the companies advertised. And if this is true, no 
deception could be much crueler. 

When a man buys a policy that promises pay- 
ments of up to $15 a day for 100 days in a hos- 
pital, and then finds his policy does not cover 
the tuberculosis or heart disease or illness which 
has put him there, what is he to do? Re-read the 
advertisements? 

When a man is disabled and expects his policy 
to give him “regular monthly income up to 
$200,” arid then discovers that the policy only 
provides for care for a limited time or for a 
few rare diseases, what is he to do? Inspect 
the fine print? 

These are only a few of the claims cited by 
the FTC after 10 months of investigation. And 
no advertising could be worse than advertising 
which raises false expectations which later may 
help victimize the sick, the disabled and the 
helpless. 

About 25,000,000 Americans have purchased 
individual health, medical and hospitalization 
policies. Premium payments for 1953 amounted 
to more than three billion dollars. And the 17 
companies named in the FTC complaint, includ- 
ing the four largest in the field, do more than 
a third of that business. 

Private medical insurance commands the at- 
tention of the Government because of its rapid 
growth, and because it is Governmert policy at 
present to encourage private health plans. Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has made this clear repeatedly 
in opposing federal health insurance. 

If the nation is to depend more and more 
on private insurance for protection against the 
unforeseen deprivations of sickness, then pri- 
vate insurance certainly becomes a matter of 
public interest. And in this case the FTC stands 
up as a policeman for the public. 
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The Quiet Man 


A masked man who walked into the First State 
Bank of Scottsbluff, Nebr., Tuesday and held it 
up for $58,152 was a symbol of a new and grow- 
ing trend in bank robberies. “The quiet, single- 
handed amateur, often working alone, has re- 
placed. the tommy-gun-toting professionals,” 
the Wall Street Journal has said. In our own 
area, single-handed stickups of banks have been 
liberally dotted among the rash of such crimes 
in recent months. 


What are the reasons for this epidemic of bank 
robberies? A decade ago there were only 20 
throughout the nation; since then there has been 
an increase every year; in the 12 months ended 
Aug. 31, 1953 there were 137. The Wall Street 
Journal’s article says bankers and police “find 
it hard to put a finger on the reasons. Some sug- 
gest it may reflect a general moral letdown. 
Others think it may result from the impact of 
rising living costs on personal finances.” 


It was lone bandits who stuck up the Baden 
Bank of St. Louis for $1000 in February, the 
Rock City (Ill.) Bank for $2000 in July, the 
Bank of Leadwood, Mo., for $5000 in August, the 
Southern Commercial and Savings Bank in St. 
Louis for $31,130 in September, and the Bank 
of Tuscumbia, Mo., for $1500 this month. And 
holdups by two or more bandits this year have 
taken $21,803 from the Bank of Wright City, 
$27,700 from the First National Bank of Homer, 


Ti, $15,500 from the Farmers and Merchants 


Bank of Eureka, in St. Louis county, and some 
$40,000 from the Bank of Pevely—among many 
others. 

Since constantly improving safety devices have 
not managed to check the wave, authorities 
might look more deeply into the unsafety de- 
vices within the bank robbers themselves. What 
is it that is producing so many of them, and 
sometimes from such unlikely material that a 
Pinkerton’s man complains, “Almost anybody 
will hold up a bank today”? The least-explored 
method of attack upon the problem is still that 
of checking bank robberies by improving condi- 
tions that make people bank robbers.

For European Leadership 

The best formula for success of the Paris con- 
ference, prospects for which have brightened 
with the reported French-German agreement on 
the Saar, is that which brought about the suc- 
cess of the London conference earlier this month. 

The London conference was the first since the 
war in which decisions on Europe were domi- 
nated by Europeans. Taking a back seat, Secre- 
tary Dulles invited the Europeans to work out 
their own substitute for EDC, and they did, with 
surprising dispatch. 

Now, as the NATO powers meet to translate 
the London accords into specific treaties and 
contracts, the problem remains what it was in 
London: 

How to reconcile French and German interests 
in a common European defense organization? 
How to permit German participation on terms 
which the French will accept, and French par- 
ticipation on terms which the Germans will 
accept? 

Premier Mendes-France has once more ob- 
scured the issue of just what terms the French 
are actually ready to accept. He has revived two 
proposals which were turned down at London— 
one, that the projected arms-control agency 
under the Brussels treaty organization be given 
more extensive powers to control actual arma- 
ment production in Europe, and two, that the 
Brussels organization be permitted to distribute 
American military aid to the various nations, as 
EDC would have been permitted to do. American 
opposition to both of these suggestions is re- 
ported to have been expressed. 

The French Premier may advance these two 
proposals for bargaining purposes only, or he 
may genuinely feel that something along this 
line is needed to assure ratification by the 
French Assembly. 

There have been indications that the strong- 
est French partisans of EDC might prove the 
kéy to ratification. It could be to woo them that 
Premier Mendes-France now puts forward pro- 
posals that would carry the defense accords far- 
ther toward the supranational character of EDC. 
_It would be a tragic irony if the French back- 
ers of EDC, having proved too weak to win na- 
tional support, should yet prove strong enough 
to defeat the substitute for EDC. On the other 
hand, if Premier Mendes-France is seriously 


trying to strengthen the international character 
of the substitute, it would be a tragic irony if 
he were blocked by an American veto, Having 
staked so much for so long on trying to induce 
Europe to accept a supranational EDC, the 
United States is not in a strong position to op- 
pose ideas that march in that direction. 

Here is another case where European leader- 
ship is needed. If Britain’s Anthony Eden and 
other NATO leaders at Paris believe that the 
French proposals are to be taken seriously, they 
should be invited to work. out specific terms 
in the assurance of American support for the 
consensus. Our interest in European, security is 
plain, but it can best be served by partnership 


rather than by imposition of our ideas on Europe. ° 
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Low-Level Smear in New York 


Gov. Dewey had scarcely finished making his 
plea far cleaner elections when his hand-picked’ 
candidate for Governor of New York stooped 
to a low-level smear attack on his opponent. 

Few New York voters will have the means of 
weighing accurately the merits of Senator Ives's 
charge that a company with which Averell Harri- 
man was connected nearly 30 years ago paid a 
bribe to a Tammany judge. They can only note 
that Senator Ives alleges the bribe was paid and 
that Mr. Harriman denies—as he denied before 
a grand jury in 1930—knowing anything about it. 

But the purpose obviously is not to persuade 
or convince. Like the right-wing Republicans’ 
attack on Clifford Case’s sister in New Jersey, 
the purpose is to smear. 

As Gov. Dewey told the New York Herald Tri- 
bune forum in deploring the “increasing degree 
of irresponsibility in political campaigns,” a vio- 
lent personal charge “makes a much bigger 
headline than a calm statement of the truth.” 
Senator Ives has descended to the very tactics 
which his sponsor so movingly deplored as a 
threatened impairment of freedom as a politi- 
cal institution. 

Gov. Dewey himself, of course, indulged in 
something of the same distortion and personal 
attack 10 months ago when he told a G.O.P. 
fund-raising dinner at Hartford, Conn., that the 
words Truman and Democrat “are synonymous 
with Americans dying, thousands of miles from 
home, because they did not have the ammunition 
to defénd themselves.” 

He said: “The words Truman and Democrat 
mean bungling our country into war and the 
lack of courage to win the war or to win the 
peace. Remember that the words Truman and 
Democrat mean diplomatic failure, military fail- 
ure, death and tragedy.” 

Character assassination in politics has never 
been the monopoly of one party. But just at 

this moment in history it is clear that if Gov. 
Dewey seriously wants to protect the institution 
of freedom from increasing irresponsibility, he 
can safely begin with his own party in his own 
state. 
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Time to Straighten This Out 

The resignation of Miss Ruth L. Conklin as 
business manager of the Illinois State Training 
School for Girls at Geneva follows the series of 
resignations and discharges that shook the Illi- 
nois State Welfare Department last year. At that 
time, Miss “Myrtle P. Wolff, superintendent of 
the gifls’ school, a career social welfare worker 
for Illinois since 1940, was forced out. 


Miss Conklin says that she hopes her resigna- 
tion will serve to arouse Illinois taxpayers “suf- 
ficiently” for them to “demand that the proper 
authorities conduct a thorough investigation of 
this state institution to rectify the deplorable 
conditions that exist.” She says she was ex- 
pected to follow “unethical practices.” She says 
among other things that the girls have been de- 
prived of “thousands of dollars’ worth of food” 
intended for them. 

Gov. Stratton is eager for his administration 
to be well thought of by the people of Illinois. 
Surely he is not content to have a state institu- 
tion, such as that for girls at Geneva, torn by 
more or less continuous dissension and turmoil. 
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Gen. Doolittle Passes on the CIA 


It is most encouraging in these uncertain 
days to hear that Lt. Gen. James H. Doolittle 
has completed a special study for President 
Eisenhower on the super-secret, Central Intelli- 
gence Agency and finds that it is doing a 
“creditable job” and ‘exercising care to insure 
the loyalty of its personnel.” 

The CIA was created for the principal pur- 
pose of learning as much as possible about the 
top secrets of unfriendly powers and maintaining 
liaison with the intelligence agencies of the 
friendly ones, If thg CIA were derelict in its 
duties or just plain inefficient, the safety of the 
nation would be in danger. 

Gen. Doolittle’s investigation is believed to 
have centered on the CIA’s undercover intelli- 
gence work overseas. Gen. Mark W. Clark, who 
was assigned to study the CIA before Gen. Doo- 
little and who has not yet reported, is expected 
to report on the agency’s organizational set-up. 
Senator McCarthy tried desperately to investi- 
gate the CIA. He was one of the very few who 
have cast aspersions at the CIA and had he suc- 
ceeded in making his own investigation of it he 
might well have played havoc with its delicate 
and dangerous work. 

The CIA is a relatively new organization and 
it hasto match its wits against Soviet Russia, a 
country which has had long experience and 
which has exhibited great skill in the under- 
ground apparatus for cold warfare. Gen. Doo- 
little’s stamp of approval on the way the CIA 
has been meeting this competition and his refut- 
ing of McCarthy’s slanderous implications make 
good news. It does not seem to be too risky to 
expect that Gen. Clark also will give his ap- 
proval to the CIA. 
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Change in Utah 

To take the place of the exposed “war hero” 
Congressman, Douglas R. Stringfeilow, Utah Re- 
publican leaders have nominated a candidate 
who ought to be entirely trustworthy. He is Dr. 
Henry A. Dixon, president of Utah State Agri- 
cultural College. Since Dr. Dixon is a veteran 
educator he should be well enough known in his 
state to make a fair run even though less than 
two weeks of campaign time remains. 

Meanwhile the sentimental reaction to the 
Stringfellow confession has gone beyond the 
bounds of reason. Congressman Stringfellow ac- 
quired his “courage” after he was caught. He 
“came clean” about the same way a criminal de- 
fendant may do in court after being trapped by 
evidence in a trial. Had he not been exposed 
by the Army Times, he would have duped other 
radio and TV program leaders in all probability. 
Doubtless Hollywood would have gone on to 
make a thrilling movie out of his hoax, follow- 
ing its recent purchase by Hall Bartlett. 

A measure of sympathy is one thing. Maudlin 
sentiment is something else—ard entirely out of 
place.

Express service, end-of-the-line park- 
ing, free rides to church during Lent 
and increased advertising. 

Those are a few of the devices local 
transit lines are using in an effort to re- 
capture passengers from their major 
competitor, the private automobile. For 
most of them, though, it is a rear-guard 
action. 

The bus, trolley and subway business 
for years has been losing ground to the 
gas buggy. 

Last year, local transit systems, both 
public and private, totaled 13,900,000,000 
riders, down 8 per cent from 1952 and 
19 per cent below the figure for 1950. 
Although later figures aren’t available 
indications are the decline has continued 
into 1954. 

Some enterprising transit men, how- 
ever, see hope of reversing the down- 
trend. St. Louis Public Service Co. as 
far back as 1946 started an express 
service, with busses making fast runs 
from outlying areas to downtown St. 
Louis. 

While the company’s total passenger 
volume has continued to slide, the ex- 
press service has more than held its 
own, may be expanded soon. 

Harrisburg Railways Co. is picking up 
additional business by running bus lines 
for limited distances toward suburbs of 
the Pennsylvania capital. At the outly- 
ing terminals, suburbanites can park 
their cars, board busses for the rest of 
the trip downtown. 

St. Louis Public Service and Cleve- 
land’s municipally-owned system are go- 
ing a step farther: They’re setting up 
end-of-the-line parking lots, with fast 
service to downtown. 


Auto as a Double Problem 


In Buffalo and Niagara Falls, N.Y., 
Niagara Frontier Transit System is 
building goodwill by giving free rides to 
and from church during Lent; the total 
in some years has gone as high as 
40,000. 

Niagara also is pouring 2 per cent of 
its receipts into ride-selling promotion, 
an unusually high figure for the indus- 
try and substantially more than Niagara 
itself was spending a few years ago. 

Transit men find the private automo- 
bile a double problem. As passengers 
switch to their cars, transit revenues 
sink. At the same time, the rising num- 
ber of autos on the streets adds to down- 
town traffic congestion. slowing bus 
movements, disrupting schedules and 
annoying passengers. 

Delays add to transit operating costs. 
Figures Arthur Warner, general man- 
ager of New Jersey's big Public Service 
Co-ordinated Transport: “If we could 
get one half mile an hour higher speed 
on our busses, we could save mare than 
the cost of our latest wage increase.” 
That increase cost about $1,250,000 this 
year. 

From Roswell F. Thoma, president of 
Niagara Frontier, came a similar com- 


ment: “Our average speed now is about 


10.2 miles an hour. If we could add 
one mile an hour to that, we could in- 
crease our income by $100,000 a year.” 

Fred A. Ossanna, president of Twin 
City Rapid Transit Co., St. Paul and 
Minneapolis, like most local transit of- 
ficials is convinced busses could solve 
the traffic-congestion problem, if more 
people would use them. An automobile, 
he observes, carries an average load of 
1.5 passengers and occupies 500 square 
feet of street space; a bus uses only 15 
square feet per passenger. 

Transit men, of course, know they 
can’t force private autos out of down- 
town areas. Municipal officials alone 
can do that, through restrictions or ab- 
solute bans on parking in such areas. 
And city councils show little inclina- 
4g to act unless public opinion demands 
a 

Some transit men charge merchants 
and city officials with short-sightedness 
in doing much to increase. downtown 
auto parking facilities but nothing to 
boost mass transportation. 


How High Can Fares.Go? 


For example, George W. Anderson, 
executive vice president of the Ameri- 
can Transit Association, suggests the 
new downtown parking garages Pitts- 
burgh is building as part of its huge 
civic reconstruction program will make 
traffic congestion, already bad, even 
worse, 


With passenger volume declining, pri- 
vate and municipal systems alike have 
turned to such remedies as fare in- 
creases and service cuts to make ends 
meet. 

Doubts are arising, however, as to how 
much higher fares can go without too 
great a loss of patronage. Some tran- 
sit men feel the 20-cent rate, in effect in 
some cities and being souzht elsewhere, 
is about the practical ceiling. 

After that point is reached, if costs 
continue upward, nobody has a ready 
answer as to what steps should_be taken. 
One possibility: A subsidy from the tax- 
payers, based on the idea mass trans- 
port is a community necessity. 

New York City’s municipally-owned 
subways and bus lines are an example of 
an already-heavily-subsidized transit op- 
eration. 

For the industry as a whole, curtail- 
ments of service are reflected in figures 
on total yearly vehicle miles traveled— 
less than 2,700,000,000 miles in 1953, 
down about 100,000,000 miles each year 
since 1950. 


Reductions Raise Earnings 


Since payrolls make up 60 to 70 per 
cent of a transit system's operating 
costs, elimination of a few money-losing 
runs can have a marked effect on 
profits. 

Pittsburgh Railways Co. is among the 
concerns using that method of cost con- 
trol. It announced a 4 per cent reduc- 
tion in service recently, with layoffs 
for 40 employes, and plans further cuts 
during the rest of this year. During 
the past year the company has dropped 


over 300 workers. 


National City Lines, owner of some 
35 local systems, has done better this 
year. Gross revenues in the first half 
of 1954 were down more than $600,000 
from a year earlier, but service cuts 
and other reductions in overhead helped 
to produce a $500,000 rise in the net 
earnings.

Between Book Ends 


Five Finnish Tales 
MOONSCAPE,. by Mika Waltari. (G6. P. Putnam's 

Sons, 310 pgs., $3.59.) 

The Mika Waltari revealed in these 
five short stories is not the familiar 
romancer of days long past. These are 
tales of our own times and of uniformly 
somber hue, in which he explores the 
motives of his characters rather than 
the manner of their behavior. The 
popular appeal of these tales will prob- 
ably be in an inverse ratio to the dark- 
ness of their themes, but at least they 
establish Waltari’s versatility as a writ- 
er and the seriousness of his artistic 
purpose. 

The story which gives its title to the 
book is a bitter-sweet romance between 
two young. people 
—an ardent youth 
and a reluctant girl. 
Their love is never 
brought to fruition, 
and as the years 
pass Waltari shifts 
the scales so that 
the girl becomes 
the willing partner 
and the man the re- 
luctant one. In a 
cynical climax the 
pair pass a passion- 
less night together. 
They have waited 
too long—the bloom 
of love has faded. 
It is an ashen episode that leaves a 
disagreeable taste in the mouth. 

That there is power in the writing 
cannot be denied. Waltari evokes a 
similar grimness in ‘“‘An Island of Ice,” 
in which a sick girl tries to arouse de- 
sire in an older man, only to have him 
offer her pity instead of love. There 
is humor in “A Tie From Paris,” a 
study of bored married life, but even 
here the laughter is as grim as a Fin- 
nish landscape. 

Perhaps Waltari looks on his histori- 
cal romances as an escape from the 
drabness of the present. Certainly the 
grayness of these tales is in marked 
contrast to the brilliant coloration of 
such novels as “The Egyptian,” “The 
Adventurer” and “The Wanderer.” This 
reviewer, for one, hopes Mr. Waltari will 
turn back to the past for his next book,

But not so careless are the 
general run of Democrats. They 
go, too, a step beyond avoidance 
of criticism of the President. 
This is to proclaim how the 
President needs a Democratic 
Congress to protect him from 
the Old Guard Republicans who 
are Bound to be back again in 
as large numbers as usual. 
Democrats picture themselves as 
just the best old friends that any 
President ever could get any- 
where. 

As for the attitude of the pub- 
lic at large, the President finds 
himself in almost a unique po- 
sition. He occupies a place sep- 
arate and above the Republican 
party, the Congress, and even 
the Government. He is de- 
tached. He is the “Ike” that he 
was to the G.ls of European 
battle days. He is still the gen- 
eral who won the war in Europe. 


F.D.R. vs. Ike. 


That indicates the difference 
between the sort of idolatry that 
he enjoys and that which s0 
great a multitude of people had 
for Franklin D. Roosevelt. The 
Eisenhower fetish nurtures itself 
on the symbolism of his heroic 
hour and the nation’s, for some- 
thing that is done and over 
rather than for anything that 
has happened since he became 
President. 

To the last there perhaps is 
one exception, the end of the 
Korean war for which he gets 
credit. But that is within the 
symbolism of military . achieve- 
ment with which he still is so 
closely identified. 

As for Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
who had no great national repu- 
tation before he entered the 
White House, the devotion of so 
many rank and file citizens was 
for what he did after he became 
President through his social and 
economic reform program.

by his World War II leadership.

There is a manifest desire to 
keep the legend inviolate, to 
keep the hero unblemished.

In any discussion of the Presi- 
dent’s popularity, another ques- 
tion is always asked. This is: 

“Will the President run for a 
second term? 


Hero of Civil War. 


Nobody knows, of course, 
probably not the President him- 
self. There are those who are 
absolutely sure he does not want 
to run again, that one term will 
be plenty. But it may not be 
entirely his decision. 

It is certain that Republican 
party leaders will bring tre- 
mendous pressure upon him to 
run again and chiefly because of 
the position he holds in the pub- 
lic mind which is above politics 
and apart from the Republican 
party. 

That was why he won in 1952, 
as party leaders know. He had 
to drag the party along with him 
and it lumbered along so far be- 
hind that it barely won control 
of Congress. 

Though Democrats may chal- 
lenge this, it is ventured that 
the Ike legend might very well 
win again, even if the Republi- 
can party loses control of Con- 
gress in the November election. 

Another hero, also a Republi-

LUTHERAN SCHOOL EXPANSION 
IN SOUTHERN ILLINOIS AREA 


Lutherans of -the Missouri 
Synod in southern Illinois have 
invested more than $1,000,000 
in new parish schools during the 
past two years, it .was reported 
yesterday at the district conven- 
tion of the church at Collins- 
ville.

THE SHOW-OFF 
~ HAS GOOD CAST 


Nee at the Empress Stands 
Up Well as Vehicle for 
Joe E. Brown.

George Kelly's fine old com- 
edy, “The Show-Off,” stood up 
very well as a vehicle for that 
veteran comedian, Joe E. Brown, 
at the Empress Playhouse last 
night. With Mr. Brown play- 
ing it broadly for laughs, it 
proved an amusing evening, but 
at the same time it has some 
substance provided by the orig- 
inal fabric of the play and a 
good cast in the main support- 
ing roles. 


Kelly’s comedy hit of 30 years 
ago, which has been thrice re- 
vived on both Broadway and the 
screen to prove its. durability 
had a point besides amusement, 
because its brash and blow-hard 
Aubrey Piper danced his clown- 
ish antics before a background 
that was uncomfortably close to 
the harsher facts of life. There’s 
an ironic bite in the picture of 
this irresponsible jokester and 
incurable liar blithely meander- 
ing through a sea of his self- 
made troubles, leaving more 
conscientious people to worry 
about him, and yet at the end 
bobbing to the top. 


There is a lot of talk in “The 
Show-Off,” in the drab North 
Philadelphia house of Amy’s 
parents, of what railroad clerks 
like Aubrey make, of the cost 
of rent and suits and about 
scraping through until payday. 
But it all flows past Aubrey’s 
ears and conscience, drowned in 
the loud’ guffaw, the airy 
boast, the slap on the back. Au- 
brey is first-cousin to Captain 
Boyle, the vain and comical 
strutter of O’Casey’s “Juno and 
the Paycock,” although Aubrey’s 
japery is not permitted by Play- 
wright Kelly to lead him off the 
tragic deep end as in the shock- 
ing and bitter twist O’Casey gave 
his masterpiece. 


Now, this penetration, this 
serious point of the comedy, is 
ably established by Louise Buck- 
ley as the mother, Frances Helm 
as the daughter, Amy, who loves 
Aubrey and marries him in spite 
of all grim warnings, Ann Dere 
as the sister and Gordon Peters 
as the father. It has to struggle 
through the play against Mr.

‘Civic Climate’ 


Richard G. Baumhoff, in Accepting Award, 
Tells of City’s Awakening and Some 
of Its Accomplishments. 


St. Louls has developed a new 
“civic climate” in which im- 
portant advances in metropolitan 
development are being made, 
Richard G. Baumhoff, member 
of the Post-Dispatch administra- 
tive staff, told the National Asso- 
ciation of Housing and Re- 
development Officials at its re- 
cent convention in Philadelphia. 


The association presented its 
highest awards for outstanding 
achievement to the Post-Dispatch 
and to Baumhoff, who wrote 
most of the articles in the series 
entitled, “Progress or Decay?” 


In accepting his award, Baum- 
hoff reviewed civic gains of St. 
Louisin the last few years. 

Baumhoff's Address. 

His address follows: 

“Progress or Decay’ was and 
remains,a landmark in the lattef 
day movement to make mero- 
politan St. Louis a better city. 
The phrase has become a by- 
word in St. Louis; public of- 
ficials. politicians, the people 
who write letters to the editor, 
and a lot of other persons use 
it in one form or another. 


“It would be ridiculous to 
claim that the ‘Progress or De- 
cay’ series alone, or the sum 
total of the efforts of the Post- 
Dispatch, brought about the civ- 
ic gains of St. Louis in the last 
few years. It would be equally 
foolish to pretend that all our 
Problems have been solved. The 
eact is, however, that greater St. 
Louis has achieved many im- 
portant advances in the decade 
of the °50s, and the prospects 
are attractively bright for achiev- 
ing many more. 


“What we do feel to be true 
is that ‘Progress or Decay’ and 
the other continuing efforts of 
the Post-Dispatch have helped in 
no uncertain fashion to develop 
a civic climate of such nature | 
that it can now be said, as one | 
of our community leaders has | 


declared, ‘The people are im- | 


patient for progress.’ 
“If we have served to arouse | 
this public zeal, we are happy, | 
for that is the function of a goor | 
newspaper. The first cardinal | 
principle set out by the paper’s | 
founder, the first Joseph Pulit- | 
zer, was: ‘It will always fight | 
for progress and reform.’ |

E. Harris Harbison As- 
serts Science Has Not 
Altered Need for| 


Choice of Action. 


All gains of so-called “civiliza- 
tion” are bought at a high price, 
and modern science has not al- 
tered the fact that man still 
must make the moral choice be- 
tween good and evil, E. Harris 
Harbison of Princeton Univer-/} 
sity said last night. 

Harbison, professor of his- | 
tory, was one of three speakers | 
in a panel discussion at Louder- 
man Hall in connection with 
Washington University’s 10-day 
conference on science and hu- 
man responsibility. 

The other participants were 
Robert L. Calhoun, professor of 
historical theology, Yale Divini- 
ty School, and. Hu Shih, former 
Chinese ambassador to the 
United States. The Very Rev. 
Paul C. Reinert, S.J., president 
of St. Louis University, pre- 
sided. 

Harbison said scientists are} 
naive when they insist, as many/| 
eminent ones have done, that | 
the extension of natural knowl- 
edge automatically works for the 
public welfare and that science 
some day will save humanity. 

Recounting how the scientific, 
skeptical attitude emerged after 
the triumph of Christianity in 
the Middle Ages, Harbison said 
the emphasis on matters of fact 
and disdain for matters of faith 
had. caused striking losses. 

“Inevitably,” he said, “other 
human qualities have suffered 
by competition: Those of be- 
lieving, trusting and hoping; the 
sense of tradition and historical 
continuity; the reliance on in- 
tuition and a sense of the whole; 
. . . the impulse to accept, to 
appreciate, to wonder—yes, even 
to suffer—rather than demand! 
that something be done about 
everything in the universe.” 

Harbison admitted and ap- 
plauded the material gains} 
brought by science and technol- | 
ogy, but he suggested that what | 
he termed “scientific civiliza- | 
tion” may not necessarily last 
forever. 

“We already have frightening 
hints in Nazism, Bolshevism, and |

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even hysterical 100 per cent 
Americanism,” he said, “of what | 
may happen to science when the | 
supporting social and intellectual 

conditions which gave it birth 

are withdrawn.” 

What science and technology | 
have done, Harbison told the au- | 
dience, is to open up almost} 
limitless possibilities, either of | 
realizing age-old hopes of west-| 
ern man or of betraying them. {| 

Philosopher’s Viewpoint. 

Hu Shih, giving the viewpoint | 
of the philosopher, said intel-| 
lectual discipline is “the most} 
effective weapon with which to | 
fight every form of intellectual | 
and moral irresponsibility, be it! 
loose thinking, dogmatism or | 
slavish acceptance of authority.” | 

Calhoun presented the theo- 
logical approach to raising the 
aims of mankind. He said much 
lies beyond the hope of what; 
can be discovered through | 
science and philosophy, and that | 
faith in God is essential to fur- | 
ther revelation of the nature of 
reality. 

At 8 o’clock this evening in! 
Graham Memorial Chapel, the 
conference will offer a panel 
discussion on “The Bearing of 
Science on Man and His Na- 
ture.” 

Participants will be Werner 
Heisenberg, eminent German 
physicist; Rollo May, psycho- 
therapist, president of the New 
York State Psychological Asso- 
ciation, and Francis O. Schmitt, 
professor of biology, Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology.

Semi-Monthly Paychecks 
Will Not Be Distrib- 
uted Because Funds! 
Are Short. 


Approximately 200 employes 
of the city of East St. Louis will 
not receive their paychecks next 
Monday covering the first two 
weeks of this month, Finance 
Commissioner Dan Foley an-/| 
nounced today. 

The $40,370 semi-monthly 
payroll was certifier by the City 
Council and checks have been 
drawn but Foley said they 
would not be distributed be- 
cause the general corporate 
fund is depleted. The employes 
affected are most City Hall of- 
ficials and employes and city 
firemen and policemen. 

One resource usually relied on 
by the hary pressed city—issu- 
ance of tax anticipation warrants 
~—has been exhausted and will 
not become available again until 
the first of the year. Meanwhile, 
the only prospect of meeting the 
payroll lies in the collection of 
fines by Justices of the Peage, 
license collections and miscellan- 
eous tax settlements, Foley said. | 

Another device frequently | 
employed was the use of judg- | 
mént refunding bonds under | 
which banks would honor the} 
city’s checks, obtain a judg-| | 
ment when the checks failed to | 
clear and then accept bonds in | 
satisfaction of the judgements. 
However, this method has been 
barred by a pending suit for an | 
injunction brought by a former | 
commissioner, Leo Dougherty. | | 
Bond houses will not buy the/ 
bonds while the suit remains in | 
force. | 
Foley also announced the city | | 
has been unable to meet its cur 
rent operating expenses for sup- | | 
plies, utilities bills and the like 
since July 1. He said about 
$90,000 in bills have accumulat- 
ed to date. This has occurred 
before, he recalled, but the city 
has never failed to meet its. pay- 
roll since the depth of the de- 
pression of the 1930s. 

Foley held out some hope the 
checks might be issued in about | 
a month. The voters of the city 
recently rejected a proposition | 
to raise the tax rate to relieve 
its chronic year-end financial | 
distress. 

The remainder of the city’s | 
approximately 275 employes are | 
paid from special tax funds such 
as garbage, parking meter and | 
library taxes, and are not af- | 
fected by the current emer-/ 
gency.

Sponsors of TV Crime Shows 


Woman Says Industry’s Self - Regulation 
_ Efforts Have Failed — Claims Programs 
Breed Delinquency. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 (UP) 
—Clara S. Logan, president 
of the National Association for 
Better Radio and Television, 
testified today that the public 
will—and should—boycott spon- 
sors to television crime pro- 
grams that are harmful to 
youthful viewers. 

“We are convinced that an in- 
creasingly alert public will re- 
fuse to buy candy and cereal 
from the dispensers of mental 
poison,” Mrs. Logan said in 
testimony before a Senate sub- 
committee studying juvenile de- 
uency. 

She said the industry’s efforts 
to regulate the content of its 
Own programs, through a code 
established by the National As- 
sociation of Radio. and Televis- 
fon Broadcasters, have been 
“completely ineffective.” But 
she opposed any new “legal cen- 
sorship.” 

Mrs. Logan said an “over- 
whelming majority” of teachers 
and educators believe crime 
programs on radio and TV are 
harmful. She gave the subcom- | 
mittee a booklet containing | 
statements by psychiatrists, psy- | 
chologists and other child guid- 
ance experts to support that 
view. 

TV broadcasters cited “other 
experts yesterday to support 
their contention that there is | 
no significant relationship be- 
tween crime programs and ju- 
venile deinquency, : 

“Capt. Video,” the hero of a 
Dumont network children’s 
show, told the Senators yester- 
day his show never mentions the 
word “kill,” uses no “guns” that | 
Shoot dead, and never imposes 
the death penalty on a “villain.” 
Al Hodge, who plays the role 
of Capt. Video, said he is “tickled 
to death to be assigned to a pro- 
gram,” which has a “high moral 
value.” 

Joseph V. Heffernan, a vice 
president of the National Broad- 
casting Co., said that “in the 
long run any attempt to reg- 
ulate program content by Gov- 
ernment decree will prove both 
unwise and unworkable.” 

He said programs containing 
mystery and crime are a “proper 
and legitimate part of the broad- 
cast schedule.” 

They can be used, he testi- 
fied, “to impress upon millions 
of Americans that lawbreaking 
is a sordid business in which the 
criminal cannot win.”

June, almost a month earlier 
than normal, according to Jack 
Stanford, quail biologist for the 
State Conservation Commission. 
“That piece of news is cause for 
some subdued rejoicing,” he said, 
“because, if the bulk of our quail 
had hatched out in mid-July 
during the périod when. ground 
temperatures soared to 135 de- 
grees, we would have a much 
oo mortality than occurred. 

e have also learned that some | 
re-nesting has occurred late and 
young were hatched in early 
September. While actual pro- 
duction of quail is still low, 
with any kind of weather we 
should have some good hunts 
this year.” 

In 1952, according to statistics 
compiled by the commission, 1,- 
333,711 birds were bagged by 
the hunters. In 1953 it dropped 
to 1,050,742 quail, 20.5 per cent 
decrease from the previous year. 
There has been no increase in 
hunting success in the last 10 
years regardless of nesting and 
rearing conditions. 


Same Story in Other States. 


Quail population also has 
dropped in Georgia, Alabama, 
Arkansas, Tennessee and other 
states where these sporty birds 
were once plentiful. Habitat has 
been destroyed and closed sea- 
sons with reduced bag limits 
never will bring back bobwhite. 
The king of upland game is 
slowly but surely abdicating his 
throne. 


For many years in Ohio quail 
have been listed as song birds 
and given year-round protec- 
tion. This extreme measure 
was thought to be the solution 
of repopulating the state with 
birds but it has had no effect on 
the quail numbers, and today, 
due to the loss of habitat, the 
census shows little, if any, in- 
crease and scant hope for future 
improvement. Agriculture has 
become too highly refined in 
Ohio and most of the other 
states for bobwhite ever to 
come back. 


The weedy rail fence has been 
replaced by naked wire. Brushy | 
woods have heen converted into | 
bare pastures and hedges up- 
rooted to give more room for 
cash crops. Cattle in great 
numbers roam the fields and 
cornpickers and combines glean 
the fields of every vestige of

Insufficient Work for Dogs. 


Shortened seasons, reduction 
of bag limits and lack of birds 
have made it next to impossible 
for the training of outstanding 
gun dogs.

It Looks Like Black Season 


For Hunters in Mississippi 
Flyway, Canadian Report Says 


By a Special Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 
WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Oct. 20—Now that pre-season predic- 
tions have been replaced by fact, and guns have started booming 
on the northern reaches, it shapes up to be a mighty black year 


for Mississippi flyway hunters. 


The deep-water ducks, such as 
canvasbacks and redheads are a 
bright spot, but for the shallow 
water webfeet, or puddlers, the 
outlook is as bad as in the low 
spots of the early 1930s. 

The bad news started in the 
north. Duck .numbers’ were 
down there. As the season 
moved south, it grew worse. By 
the time it reached Minnesota, 
the bad news had reached major 
proportions. 

In southern “Manitoba, the 
birds had been burned out by 
nightfall on opening day. 


Blackest Day in 50 Years. 


Minnesota’s opening was the 
blackest day in 50 = years. 
Throughout the state any hunter 
wef got two birds was doing 

wel 

Trouble was, the _ situation 
stayed that way. All the puddle 
ducks, the mallards, teal, gad- 
walls, pintails and . baldpates 
were mighty scarce. They didn’t 
filter back to the marshes after 
a day or two. 

The hard fact is, they just 
aren't there to filter back. 

Ducks Unlimited had esti- 
mated a 15 per cent decline in 
puddle ducks in the Mississippi 
flyway breeding areas. An in- 
dependent University of Wiscon- 
sin wildlife researcher had esti- 
mated a 65 per cent decline. 

The nimrod can split the dif- 
ference between the two esti- 
mates and be just about right on 
the puddlers. 

Different. Story Here. 

It’s a far different story on 
the divers. Canvasback, redheads 
and bluebills prospered under 
the same conditions. There are 
far heavier concentrations of 
divers in the flyway than in 
many seasons. But there’s a rub. 
The canvasbacks and bluebills 
are essentially open water birds, 
and gunners. shooting small 
sloughs and potholes don’t get 
many chances at them. 

But there are plenty of them 
around for hunters who have 
access to big water shooting, ba 
plenty more are pouring into 
the . big southern Manitoba 
marshes every day as early 
storms in the north send them 


on the first lap of their south- 
ward flight. 
The same conditions that 


slashed the Canadian wheat 
crop to the lowest level in a 
decade, caused the decline in 
puddle ducks and set the divers 
to prospering. 

From the. first spring thaw

The mallards and pintails 
heading north to breed found 
good water conditions existing 
in areas far south of their nor- 
mal nesting grounds. They set- 
tled down and brought off good 


hatches. 


Those good hatches, now full 
grown birds, however, were on 
the fringe of the Central flyway, 


‘}and when they started flying in 


early autumn, they moved over 
into that flyway, and were lost 
to the Mississippi route. 

Birds which did nest in the 
Mississippi flyway had it tough. 
They had to fight ice and snow 
till long after May. ‘Then their 
first clutches were destroyed by 
cold and storms.. Renesting by 
ducks that lost their first hatches 
was staggered through June, 
July and even to August. 


When the hunting season 
opened in September, there were 
still some birds with down on 
them. 

The excess water didn’t hurt 
the divers badly though and 
their numbers are up from pre- 
vious seasons. 

In Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
which supply the birds which 
funnel down the Central and 
Pacific flyways it’s a brighter 
story. 

The puddlers did so well that 
by late August it was necessary 
to declare a blanket open sea- 
son en the birds to protect farm- 
ers crops. Shooting was OK 
seven days a week, and there 
was no limit. 


Geese are building up good 


concentrations, too. 

For hunters who can move on 
Central flyway marshes the out- 
look is brightest “In years, . but 
for those limited to Mississippi 
flyway shooting, the opening day 
outlook is bad, and the contin- 
uing outlook isn’t anything to 
send them out to the gun —- 
to buy a few more boxes of 
shells.

ays, returning from a two- 
year Army hitch to spark the 
Giants to the world champidén- 
ship, topped the National 
League with a lusty .667 slug- 
ging average. Minoso, in his 
fourth season in the majors, 
was the American League lead- 
er with .535.__—- 

Statistics compiled by the As- 
sociated Press revealed that 
Mays accumulated 377 total 
bases in 565 at bats. Slugging 
averages are computed by di- 
viding a player’s number of 
times at bat into his total bases. 

Mays, who also led his league 
in batting, delivered 195 hits, 
including 33 doubles, 13 triples, 
most in the league, and 41 home 
runs. 

Minoso, runnerup to Cleve- 
land’s Bobby Avila in the Amer- 
ican League batting race, pro- 
duced 304 total bases in 568 
trips. The speedy Cuban col- 
lected 29 doubles, 18 triples, 
most in the league, and 19 
homers among his 182 hits. 

In 1953 Minoso finished sixth 
in the A.L. slugging derby with 
.466. Al Rosen of the Indians 
captured the title with .613, but 
he slipped to third in 1954. 

Brooklyn's Duke Snider 
trailed Mays for National 
League slugging supremacy with 
a .647 average and big Ted 
Kluszewski of the Cincinnati 
Redlegs ranked third at .639. 


Snider was the slugging leader 
in 1953, barely edging Mi!wau- 


kee’s Ed Mathews, .6271 to. 
.6269.

LONDON, Oct. 20 (AP)—One 
hundred years ago tomorrow a] 
determined and dedicated Eng- 
lish nurse set sail for the Crimea 
where Britain and France were 
at war with Russia. 

Reports of suffering among 
the sick and wounded soldiers 
had aroused Britain’s secretary 
of war, Sidney Herbert. He sent 
the nurse—Florence Nightingale 
—on a historic mission of mercy. 

In the confusion of battlefield 
casualty stations, the 34-year-old 
nurse fought through military 
red tape to organize effective 
care for the sick and maimed. 
The death rate in her hospital 
dropped from 42 per cent to 2 
per cent. ; 

Among her nurses were five 
nuns from Our Lady of Mercy 
convent in Bermondsey. Card- 
inal Bernard Griffin, Archbishop 
of Westminster, Britain's leading 
Catholic churchman, has sched- 
uled a high mass in their 
memory. 

After the Crimean war, Miss 
Nightingale returned to England 
and worked for civilian hospital 
reform. She died in 1910 at the 
age of 90.

U.S, RUNS 5 BILLIONS

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 (AP)

months of the 1955 fiscal year 
was a little bigger than was pre- 
dicted for the entire year when 
budget figures were revised in 
September.

Here's Proof that any Man can be 
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Insects’ Last Stand 
-,, Betore Cold Weather 


= By Leonard Hall 


E SEEM to be especially conscious, during 

the lazy golden days of October, of the 

insects making their last stand before frost 

and cold weather. Butterflies of many kinds 

drift through the 

soft sunlight, visit- 

ing the flowers 

Which have taken 

a new lease on life 

with the coming of 

cool nights. Yel- 

_ low-striped garden 

spiders of unusual 

size spin their webs 

which each morn- 

ing are bespangled 

with dew drops. 

Caterpillars are ac- 

tive, eating their 

fill before taking 

to winter quarters, 

| some hibernating 

under leaves and 

in brush piles. others spinning their cocoons to 

spend the cold months in the pupal state. There 

is a legend about one of the caterpillars which 

is a perennial favorite and appears with the 

Same regularity as the story of the arrival of 

the first robin—which has actually spent the 

winter in the woods just beyond our back door. 

This is the wooly bear caterpillar which has 

a brown band around its middle and a black 

band at each erid. The story has it that the 

length and severity of the coming winter can 

be accurately predicted by the width of these 

bands; that is, if the brown band is wide, the 

winter will be mild, while if the black bands are 

wide we can look for ice and snow. The fact 

is that the wooly bear is born with wide black 

bands and a narrow brown band, but that these 

black bands diminish in width as the caterpillar 

matures. Thus if we happen to see several 

young wooly bears, we predict a hard winter, 

while if we happen to see old oncs, we're sure 
the weather will be mild. 
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OCTOBER IS THE TIME when the beautiful 
monarch butterflies gather for their southward 
migration. The monarchs are milkweed butter- 
flies, and the only members of this small family 
in the midwest. They use the various milk- 
weeds both as food plants and for laying their 
eggs—and it is on these plants that we find 
the pale greenish yellow caterpillar of this 
species. The monarch is also the main migrant 
among all our fragile-winged butterflies. The 
big brown insects congregate in large numbers 
for their long flight, and now and then in 
autumn you may find a tree actually weighted 
down with them. Many fly 1000 miles or more 
to reach the southern boundaries of the United 
States, the West Indies or Central and South 
America where they hibernate. In spring they 
fly northward again to lay their eggs on the 
milkweed plants, 


x * * 


THERE IS ONE of the nymphalid butterflies, 
the viceroy, which so closely resembles the 
monarch that it is sometimes considered to be 
a case of what might be called “mimic adapta- 
tion.” The monarch, for some reason, is highly 
unpalatable to bird’, while the viceroy is evi- 
dently considered a delectable tidbit. Thus it 
seems that if the birds confused the two by 
sight, the coloration might serve as a protec- 
tion. Whether or hot this is actually the case, 
stranger things have certainly happened in 
nature. Another beautiful family of butterflies 
are the swallowtails—all of them large and 
brilliantly colored and the various species rang- 
ing over the continent as far north as the Arctic 
Circle. Here in the midwest our swallowtails 
seem especially attracted by the orange butter- 
fly weed, by the thistles and ripe fruit in the 


orchard.

THE COLORS IN THE WINGS of butterflies 
and moths may be of pigment or may be struc- 
tural. In the latter case they are caused by the 
light falling onto tiny parallel ridges in the 
wing structure or onto a very thin transparent 
film which breaks it into its components like 
the surface of a soap bubble. Butterflies are 
day flyers, while most of the moths are noc- 
turnal. Both have long antennae, but those 
of the butterflies are smooth and filament-like 
with a knob at the end, while those of the 
moths are generally feathery or constructed 
like the leaf of a fern. The tongues of both 
moths and butterflies, which may be adapted 
to special flowers, are actually tubes which coil 
up beneath the head like a watch spring. 
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NOT LONG AGO, out beneath a zinnia bed 
which recent showers had brought to life, we 
noticed many butterly wings. A little search 
disclosed a large mantid or praying mantis 
living in the nearby hedge. But since these are 
valuable insect eating predators—and since all 
too many of the butterflies lay eggs which hatch 
into vegetable eating caterpillars—we are glad 
to have the mantids.. They are strangely intelli- 
gent looking creatures and we have found them 
this summer in sizes from newly hatched young- 
sters not more than a quarter-inch long to big 
fellows that measure four inches. They change 
color from light green to dark gray, depending 
on whether their hunting ground is green foliage 
or gray bark. They also seem to have two 
sets of eyes, a large pair of prominent “com- 
pound” eyes and three small “simple” eyes set 
in a triangle above the others. The mantids 
are slow-moving, but good hunters neverthe- 
less, staying still as a twig until some unsus- 
pecting insect comes in range, then grasping 
it swiftly with their strong forelegs. A single 
mantid can often be kept as a pet for weeks. 
But if two are put in a cage together, one will 
soon be eaten by the other, and like some 
spiders, the female often eonsumes the male 
after mating.

Divorce Causes 
By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


IVORCE petitions seldom tell the real story behind the 
[) cottapse of marriages. Nor do the stories told by the 

parties involved. Im most states, “neglect” or “mental 
cruelty” or “incompatibility” will cover a multitude of 
marital sins, and a whole complex of ills. 

But serious study of the divorce problem by trained 
investigators can break down this legal generalization and 
get at the facts. For example, sociologist John L. Thomas 
of the Institute of Social Order of St. Louis University 
studted 7000 cases brought to the marriage reconciliation 
court established by a large Roman Catholic archdiocese 
and came up with some significant statistics. 


x *« * 

DR. THOMAS BEGAN by eliminating the “unusual” 
cases which, one might say, were foredoomed to failure in 
one way or another. These amounted to 20 per cent of 
the total. Analyzing the remaining 80 per cent he identified 
the following as the principal cause in the percentage 
stated: 

. Excessive drinking — — — — 29.8 per cent 
Unfaithfulness — — ge — — — 24.8 per cent 
Irresponsibility ——— — — ~— 12.4 per cent 
Difference of temperament — — 12.1 per cent 
In-law trouble — — — — — — 7.2 per cent 
Sex maladjustments — — — — 5.4 per cent 
Mental illness — — — — — — 3.0 per cent 
. Religious differences — — — — 2.9 per cent 
. Financjal difficulties — —— — 0.8 per cent 
. Miscellaneous — — — — — — 1.6 per cent

Another investigator would have classified some cases 
differently, no doubt; and the fact that all of them were 
Roman Catholics makes them wunrepresentative to that 
extent. Moreover, many of these factors might be described 
merely as symptoms of a deeper-seated cause: thus drink- 
ing, unfaithfulness and irresponsibility alike might be 
called evidences of a failure to grow up to adult level 
emotionally. But a list like this, compiled by very careful 
investigators, ought to give every reader food for thought.

APART PERHAPS from mentel iliness, I would say 
that virtually every one of these difficulties could have 
been prevented by proper education. Most of them could 
even have been remedied by proper re-education after 
marriage, if the couples had consulted qualified marriage 
counselors soon enough. These people were not predestined 
to fail because of any unchangeable defects of human 
nature. They failed, in most cases, because they were not 
brought up properly.

Atomic Men 


By Fulton J. Sheen 


HE world is in no danger 
T from atomic power; it is in 

danger only because of 
atomic men. But who are 
atomic men? 

To understand them, one 
must go back, not to the first 
atomist, but the first atomic 
man in Western Civilization, 
the Roman,. Lucretius, born 
about 99 B.C. There is hardly 
a learned atomic man of the 
twentieth century who has not 
quoted his patron Lucretius 
approvingly. By studying Lu- 
cretius, we come to understand 
the tenets and thinking of 
atomic men who may bring us 
to planetary destruction. 
Atomic power is new, but not 
materialism or the philosophy 
of atomic men. 

The first principle of Lu- 
cretius was that in the univer- 
sal cosmic whole, there is 
nothing but atoms; such was 
the ancient way of affirming 
the modern philosophy of ma- 
terialism which is basic to 
atomic men. As _ Lucretius 
put it: 

“This ultimate stock we have 
devised to name, 
Procreant atoms, matter, seed 
of things. 
Or primal bodies, as primal to 
the world.” 

* * * 


THE SECOND PRINCIPLE, 
or perhaps only a conclusion 
from his materialism, is the 
denial of anything spiritual; 
hence, no soul in man and no 
God Who created the soul, re- 
deemed it and is its final bliss. 

At this point, the atomic 
men love to quote in Latin his 
hatred of religion: “Tantum 
religio potuit suadere malor- 
um.” (To so much evil religion 
persuades us.) 

The atomic men who quote 


Lucretius never tell us that 
this particular condemnation 
of religion was in reference to 
the sacrifice of Iphigenia, 
which was indeed a very false 
and irrational religion. 

That even pre-Christian re- 
ligion was on a higher plane 
than Lucretius dared admit, 
was proven by the fact that 
Lucretius had to go back to 
mythology to find such a 
stupid example of the. evil of 
which he complained, Atomic 
men have not changed; they 
either base their case on Lu- 
cretius, or else find a counter- 
feit coin equally ridiculous to 
deny the value of legal tender. 
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THE THIRD PRINCIPLE 
of Lucretius was how to es- 
cape from the fear which 
haunted him. His answer was 
that materialism and its sci- 
entific explanation of every- 
thing in terms of atoms, would 
banish fear from the earth, 
even the fear of death. 

“Therefore death to us 

Is nothing, nor concerns us 

in the least, 

Since nature of mind is 

mortal evermore.” 

It is never the religious, but 
the materialist ages of history 
that are most filled with fears. 
Within a century, Christ the 
Son of God would be saying, 
“Fear not,” from His Birth 
to His Resurrection. 

But Lucretius then and 
atomic men now, shake and 
tremble in fear at the prospect 
of the very Frankenstein mon- 
ster they have begotten from 
their mechanical brains. As 
atomic men: today accept the 
philosophy of Freud, so was 
Lucretius a kind of anticipat- 
ed Freudian, The great power 
to him which caused all action 


was sex—Venus, as he calls it 
in his dedication—by it we are 
determined,

RETURNING now to the 
point: a firebrand is not 
dangerous In the hands of a 

_ Gideon, but it is dangerous 
in the hands of an arsonist. 
Atomic energy is not to be 
feared in the hands of a Fran- 
cis Assisi,. but it is to be 
dreaded in the hands of atomic 
men—fhat is, the materialists, 
who deny God and the soul, 
making man determined from 
without by atomic forces and 
from within by erotic urges. 

Such minds do not move the 
heavens, but the depths. The 
world today is in their con- 
trol. _ Who shall ever forget 
that Freud in the introduction 
to one of his books took a 
quotation describing Juno’s 
diabolical work as the touch- 
stone of his own system: “If 
I cannot bend the Powers 
above; I will move the depths 
of hell below.” 

What will be our destiny if 
we allow atomic men to guide 
our thinking, to make our 
wars, to educate our children? 

The clue is to be found by 
asking what happened to 
Lucretius, the first atomic 
man who trusted in atoms, not 
in God? He committed suicide. 
He was afraid to go on living 
in this atomic world which he 
himself had fashioned. 

Dr. Robert Hutchins has 


described our atomic age as: 


“A world in which men live in 
perpetual fear.” 

Fear of what? Cosmic 
suicide. It is nearer than we 
think—unless we change, un- 
less we change, unless we 
change.
